To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 

Thurrock  Urban  District  Council. 

Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  beg  to  present  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1946,  and 
my  twenty-second  Annual  Report  for  the  district  as  a  whole. 

There  is  little  on  which  I  need  comment,  apart  from  an 
outbreak  of  Haemorrhagic  Smallpox  in  the  early  months  of  the 
year.  This  outbreak  involved  a  considerable  amount  of  work, 
and  I  am  indebted  to  the  Council  for  the  support  and  co-operation 
given  to  my  Department  during  the  period. 

During  the  year  the  Thurrock  Hospital  continued  to  admit 
patients  suffering  from  Tuberculosis  from  the  Essex  County 
Council,  a  procedure  which  is  very  useful  to  patients  suffering 
from  this  disease  in  Thurrock  and  the  surrounding  districts. 

Some  comment  should  be  made  upon  the  Civil  Ambulance 
Service  which  is  universally  known,  I  think,  to  have  reached  a 
very  high  state  of  efficiency. 

I  am  very  much  indebted  to  the  whole  of  the  members  of 
the  staff  of  the  Public  Health  Department  and  should  wish  to 
place  on  record,  for  the  information  of  the  Council,  my  apprecia¬ 
tion  of  the  work  they  have  carried  out  during  the  year  under 
review.  I  should  also  like  to  place  on  record  my  gratitude  for 
the  continued  support  of  members  of  the  Council,  and  officials 
of  other  departments.

Mileage  covered  by  Hospital  Van  :  8,036  miles. 

During  the  early  months  of  the  year  an  outbreak  of 
Haemorrhagic  Smallpox  occurred  in  the  district.  My  attention 
was  first  called  to  a  boy  with  a  very  modified  rash,  by  one  of 
the  general  Medical  Practitioners.  Smallpox  having  been 
diagnosed,  infection  was  traced  to  a  relative  recently  arrived 
from  India,  and  both  patients  were  removed  to  Hospital. 

Most  unfortunately  a  fortnight  later  one  of  the  Council’s 
Sanitary  Inspectors,  a  vaccinated  man,  contracted  and  died  from 
the  disease  and  six  other  cases  occurred. 

A  considerable  amount  of  work  fell  upon  the  Public  Health 
Department  notably  owing  to  the  popular  demand  of  a  very 
large  number  of  vaccinations,  approximately  15,000. 

My  Council  expressed  to  my  Department  their  gratitude  and 
thanks  for  the  way  in  which  each  member  of  the  Staff  assisted  to 
deal  with  the  emergency.

(viz.)  Cleanliness. 

During  the  year  under  review,  all  steps  have  been  taken  to 
improve  the  general  standard  of  cleanliness.  Special  efforts  have 
been  made  by  the  Health  Visitors  in  Welfare  Centres,  and  in 
Home  Visiting  to  deal  with  the  problem,  and  the  Council  have 
one  special  clinic  available  for  the  treatment  of  Scabies.  The 
times  of  this  clinic  are  outlined  in  a  previous  portion  of  this 
report.

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SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 


Section  C. 

1.  Water. 

The  principal  sources  of  supply  have  been  enumerated  in 
previous  reports  and  no  alteration  in  the  same  has  occurred 
during  the  year.  The  Department  has  an  arrangement  with  the 
South  Essex  Waterworks  Company  whereby  the  latter  are  notified 
immediately  of  the  occurrence  of  any  case  of  Typhoid  Fever,  in 
order  that  a  sample  of  water  may  be  taken  from  the  household’s 
supply. 

2.  Rivers,  Streams  and  Tidal  Creeks. 

The  principal  stream  in  this  area  is  the  Mardyke,  which 
rises  near  the  Langdon  Hills  near  Bulphan,  flows  through  Orsett 
Fen  and  discharges  into  the  Thames  at  Aveley.  Owing  to  its 
being  silted  up  in  many  places,  it  is  not  now  navigable,  but  in 
former  times  it  was  used  by  sailing  barges. 

Other  tidal  creeks,  on  which  many  interesting  varieties  of 
wild  fowl  and  birds  may  be  seen  are  at  Fobbing,  which  is 
navigable  from  Fobbing  Wharf  to  Vange  Creek  at  high  tide  ;  this 
wharf  at  one  time  was  one  of  the  principal  wharves  for  corn  and 
bricks  in  Essex.  Mucking  Creek  is  navigable  at  various  states  of 
the  tide  and  is  used  by  ballast  barges. 

The  banks  of  the  River  Thames,  which  forms  the  Southern 
Boundary  of  the  Urban  District,  covers  18  miles  of  water  frontage. 

3.  (i.)  Closet  Accommodation. 

There  are  567  cesspools  and  681  pail  closets  and  3  privy 
middens.  These  are  being  converted  as  the  opportunity  arises.

There  is  one  pasteurising  plant  in  the  district,  with  a  capacity 
of  500  gallons  per  hour.

During  the  year  27  samples  were  taken,  and  all  proved  to  be 
satisfactory  from  the  point  of  view  of  both  methylene  blue  and 
phosphatase  tests. 
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Samples  ( Heat  Treated). 

35  samples  were  taken,  three  of  which  were  shown  to  be 
unsatisfactory.  All  three  unsatisfactory  samples  were  from  one 
retailer.  Samples  of  Heat  Treated  Milk  are  taken  at  the  request 
of  the  Ministry  of  Food,  and  any  remedial  action  is  presumably 
be  taken  by  them.

74  samples  of  Tuberculin  Tested  Milk  and  29  of  Accredited 
Milk  have  been  taken  during  the  year,  and  of  these,  11  were 
unsatisfactory.  Unsatisfactory  samples  were  followed  up  and 
further  samples  taken  proved  satisfactory. 

Samples  (Rinsings). 

Five  samples  of  rinsings  were  taken,  one  of  which  proved  to 
be  unsatisfactory.  This  unsatisfactory  sample  was  from  a 
io-gallon  churn.  Representations  were  made  to  the  firm  con¬ 
cerned,  and  it  was  shown  that  although  they  were  properly 
equipped  for  the  sterilisation  of  churns,  there  had  been  consider¬ 
able  labour  trouble.  This  explanation  was  accepted.

In  connection  with  the  one  unsatisfactory  sample,  the  fault 
was  attributed  to  lack  of  proper  sterilisation.  The  producer  was 
requested  to  obtain  a  new  sterilising  outfit,  but  he  elected  to 
abandon  milk  production.

Tuberculosis. 

Milk — Biological  Test.  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1938,  Section  68. 

91  samples  of  milk  were  taken  and  submitted  to  the  Biological 
Tests.  Of  this  number,  10  were  samples  not  determined,  being 
either  broken  in  transit  or  the  guinea  pigs  died  prematurely,  and 
further  samples  were  taken.  Of  the  total,  three  samples  were 
shown  to  be  positive. 

In  connection  with  the  first  positive  sample,  the  farmer 
refused  to  have  the  milk  pasteurised  until  the  results  of  the 
County  Veterinary  Officer’s  investigations  were  made  known.  In 
the  meantime,  one  cow  was  slaughtered  under  the  Tuberculosis 
Order,  1938,  although  a  previous  microscopical  examination  of 
this  cow’s  milk  was  shown  to  be  negative.  A  group  sample  taken 
from  the  herd  was  shown  to  be  negative  and  no  further  action 
was  taken,  the  presumption  being  the  microscopical  examination 
was  at  fault. 

In  regard  to  the  second  positive  sample,  the  County 
Veterinary  Officer  was  informed,  and  one  cow  was  slaughtered 
under  the  Tuberculosis  Order.  Arrangements  were  made  for  the 
whole  of  the  milk  to  be  pasteurised  before  sale  to  the  public. 
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Concerning  the  third  sample,  one  cow  was  slaughtered  under 
the  Tuberculosis  Order,  and  arrangements  were  made  for  the 
whole  of  the  milk  to  be  pasteurised  before  sale  to  the  public. 
Investigations  by  the  County  Veterinary  Officer  as  to  the  source 
of  infection  is  taking  place  at  the  time  of  this  report.

Nine  samples  of  water  were  taken  during  the  year  from  the 
South  Essex  Waterworks  Company’s  mains  and  submitted  for 
bacteriological  examination.  All  the  samples  were  shown  to  be 
satisfactory.  Two  samples  were  also  taken  from  the  same  source 
and  submitted  for  chemical  examination.  The  total  hardness  in 
one  case  was  25^5  parts  per  100,000,  of  which  15m  parts  were 
temporary  and  io'5  parts  permanent.  In  the  second  instance, 
the  total  hardness  was  23-5  parts  per  100,000  of  which  17.5  parts 
were  temporary  and  6*o  parts  were  permanent. 

In  addition  to  the  foregoing,  two  samples  were  taken  from 
private  wells  and  one  from  a  spring.  All  three  samples  proved  to 
be  satisfactory. 

On  the  matter  of  the  hardness  associated  with  the  domestic 
water  supply,  the  Council  approached  certain  neighbouring 
authorities  with  a  view  to  ascertaining  their  opinions  as  to  the 
feasibility  of  requiring  measures  to  be  taken  for  the  softening  of 
the  supply.  To  this  end,  certain  conferences  were  held  at  which 
it  was  resolved  to  enlist  the  services  of  a  professional  water 
engineer  and  consider  his  representations.  The  matter  is  still 
in  course  of  progress. 

Public  Swimming  Bath. 

Seven  samples  were  taken  during  the  season.  The  first 
sample  was  shown  to  be  unsatisfactory,  and  as  a  result  more 
efficient  methods  of  chlorination  were  practised.  The  remaining 
six  samples  were  shown  to  be  satisfactory.

There  are  no  registered  slaughterhouses  in  the  area,  but  there 
are  six  licenced  slaughterhouses.  No  regular  slaughtering  now 
occurs,  the  Government  Slaughterhouse  being  closed  since 
May,  1943. 
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Knackers’  Yards. 

Until  August,  1946,  there  were  two  knackers’  yards  in  the 
area,  but  in  September  the  renewal  of  the  license  in  respect  of 
one  of  these  was  refused  on  the  grounds  that  the  use  of  this 
particular  knacker’s  yard  contravened  the  Draft  Town  Planning 
Scheme  under  the  Town  and  Country  Planning  Acts,  1932  and 
and  1943.  and  the  Town  and  Country  Planning  (General  Interim 
Development)  Order,  1946.  Appeals  against  this  refusal  were 
heard  both  at  the  Local  Court  of  Summary  Jurisdiction  and  at 
the  Essex  Quarter  Sessions,  when  the  appeals  were  dismissed.

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Samples — Ice  Cream  ( Bacteriological  Analysis). 

During  the  year  18  samples  of  ice  cream  were  taken  and 
submitted  for  bacteriological  analysis  Of  these,  five  samples 
were  shown  to  be  unsatisfactory. 

Concerning  the  first  unsatisfactory  sample,  investigations 
lent  colour  to  the  suggestion  that  the  fault  might  lie  in  the 
“  ageing  ”  process  as  this  was  not  carried  out  under  refrigerating 
conditions.  A  further  series  of  samples  taken  covering  each 
stage  of  the  manufacture  of  the  ice  cream,  resulted  in  an 
unsatisfactory  sample  in  respect  of  a  second  sample  taken  during 
the  “ageing”  process.  This  information  was  passed  on  to  the 
manufacturer,  who  intimated  his  preparedness  to  obtain  a 
refrigerating  compartment  and  asked  that  a  letter  might  be 
addressed  to  the  supplying  firm,  supporting  his  claim.  This  was 
done,  but  no  delivery  has  been  made  up  to  the  time  of  this 
report. 

In  connection  with  a  further  unsatisfactory  sample  from  a 
different  firm,  it  was  shown,  on  inspection,  that  the  sterilisation 
of  the  cooler  and  utensils  was  at  fault.  On  the  owner  himself 
supervising  the  sterilisation  of  utensils,  satisfactory  results  were 
produced. 

A  third  manufacturer  who  produced  unsatisfactory  samples 
was  visited,  and  the  Inspector  was  of  the  opinion  that  in  this 
case,  as  in  the  former  case,  the  fault  lay  in  the  lack  of  supervision 
of  the  sterilisation  of  utensils.  This  was  supported  by  a  positive 
sample  of  rinsings  taken  from  the  ice  cream  container.  Repre¬ 
sentations  were  made  and  satisfactory  results  obtained.

Housing  Act,  1936 — Overcrowding. 

During  the  year  120  investigations  were  made  from  which  it 
was  ascertained  that  95  cases  of  overcrowding  occurred  These 
were  referred  to  the  Housing  Department  for  Council  Houses 
when  available.  Additional  cases  of  overcrowding  were  discovered 
by  the  Housing  Department  in  connection  with  investigations 

v 

carried  out  under  the  Council’s  “  Points  ”  scheme  regarding 
Council  House  applicants.  The  total  number  of  cases  of  over¬ 
crowding  abated  by  the  Local  Authority  during  the  year  was 
229,  and  this  relief  was  made  possible  by  the  completion  during 
the  year  of  several  of  the  Council’s  pre-fabricated  Housing  Estates. 


Rats  and  Mice  Destruction  Act,  1919. 

The  Infestation  Order,  1943. 

No  statutory  procedure  was  resorted  to  during  the  year. 
During  the  first  half  of  the  year,  the  procedure  for  dealing  with 
infestations  was  as  follows  :  Where  infestations  were  known  to  exist, 
the  owner  or  occupier  was  contacted  and  an  arrangement  entered 
into  whereby  he  either  engaged  the  services  of  a  rat-catcher  or  a 
supply  of  rat  food  was  furnished  on  the  understanding  that,  at 
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the  appropriate  moment,  the  Department  was  informed,  after 
which  a  supply  of  poisoned  bait  was  taken  to  the  premises  by 
the  District  Inspector,  and  the  procedure  followed  up  until  the 
rats  were  exterminated.  No  charge  was  made  for  these  services. 

The  Council  obtained  the  services  of  a  Permanent  Pest 
Operative  in  June,  1946.  In  August,  1946,  a  temporary  Surveying 
Pest  Operative  was  appointed  under  the  terms  of  the  Ministry  of 
Food's  Circular  N.S./12.  Thus  the  procedure  now  is  as  follows  : 
The  Area  has  been  divided  into  convenient  districts,  each  district 
being  subjected  to  intensive  survey  by  the  Surveying  Pest 
Operative  ;  any  infestations  discovered  are  then  passed  to  the 
Permanent  Pest  Operative  who  deals  with  the  infestations  in  the 
prescribed  manner.  In  addition,  the  Permanent  Pest  Operative 
deals  with  all  complaints  of  infestations  as  soon  as  they  are  made 
by  the  public.  In  connection  with  disinfestations  under  this 
Scheme,  private  dwelling-houses  are  treated  free  of  cost,  whilst 
trade  premises  are  charged  on  a  basis  of  total  cost  plus  10% 
establishment  charges.

remaining  sample  legal  proceedings 

were  instituted.  Briefly,  the  defendants 

put  forward  the  plea 

that  the  milk  as  sold  to  the  purchaser  was 

exactly  of  the  nature. 

substance  or  quality  of  the  milk 

as  it  came  from  the  cow,  and 

succeeded  in  satisfying  the  Justices  that  the  milk  had  not  been 

tampered  with  in  any  way  from  the  moment  it  left  the  cow  until 

it  was  sold  to  the  purchaser.  The  case  was  accordingly  dismissed 
and  the  costs  awarded  against  the  Council. 
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Concerning  the  eight  samples  of  sausages  which  were  shown 
to  he  not  genuine,  in  three  instances  warning  letters  were  sent, 
whilst  in  the  remaining  five  cases  legal  proceedings  were  instituted. 
The  Council  were  successful  in  proving  their  case  in  four  instances, 
fines  ranging  from  £5  to  £7 .  10 . 0  being  imposed.  In  the 
remaining  case,  defendants  requested  that  the  third  portion  of  the 
sample  should  be  analysed  by  the  Government  Chemist  in 
accordance  with  Section  82  of  the  Act.  The  Justices  granted  this 
request.  The  case  was  finally  decided  when  the  Government 
Chemist  issued  his  certificate.  This  certificate  was  not  as  specific 
as  it  might  have  been,  and  gave  no  direct  indication  of  the  meat 
content  but  since  the  certificate  was,  in  general,  favourable  to 
the  Defence,  the  Council  withdrew,  and  costs  were  allowed  against 
them. 

Section  13,  Food  &  Drugs  Act,  1938. 

During  the  year  legal  proceedings  were  taken  against  a 
shopkeeper  on  the  following  counts  : — 

Section  13  (1)  (d). — Failure  to  cleanse  or  purify  walls  of  a 
room  in  which  food  is  stored  or  which  is  exposed  for  sale. 

Section  13  (1)  (g). — Permitting  refuse  or  filth  to  accumulate 
in  a  room  in  which  food  is  stored  or  exposed  for  sale,  and  for 
failure  to  cleanse  the  floor. 

Section  13  ( 1 )  (h). — Failure  to  observe  cleanliness  in  regard  to 
all  articles  and  utensils  in  a  room  used  for  the  storage  or  sale  of 
food. 

Fines  of  £5  were  imposed  in  cases  (d)  and  (g),  the  case  under 
(h)  being  dismissed.
